Charity Newsies group 
cancels Columbus Half Mile 


WESTERVILLE, OH, JAN. 23 

The. American Motorcyclist Association announced Friday that the 
Charity Newsies, a Columbus-based volunteer organization dedicated 
to providing clothing for needy children, is discontinuing their sponsor- 
ship of the 1981 Columbus Half Mile, a round of the Winston Pro 
Series. 

The AMA’s terse official statement read as follows: “We're disap- 
pointed that after 38 years of successful motorcycle racing promotion 
which raised untold thousands of dollars for needy Franklin County 
children, the Charity Newsies cancelled the 1981 race without 
notifying us or consulting with us in advance of their decision. As the 
sanctioning body, our responsibility is to conduct a safe race on the 
race track. The security measures off the track are the responsibility 
of the promoter of the event.” : 

The cancellation drew front page, lead headline/story attention from 
The Columbus Dispatch, which said the decision to cancel the 
event was made on Thursday, Jan. 22. Don Lund, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Newsies, told the daily Columbus newspaper 
that sponsorship was being withdrawn “in the best interests of the 
community at large." The report further quoted Lund: “The decision 
has nothing to do with the race itself. Organization of the race has 
been beyond reproach...The AMA, police, supportive groups and the 
public have been more than generous. We regret the decision.” 

Lund admitted that vandalism, particularly the night before the 
event, played a part in the group's decision. 

The cancellation shocked everyone involved with motorcycling and 
particularly those who earn their living on the Winston Pro Series 
circuit. The event was the oldest annual dirt track event of the AMA 
Grand National Championship Series as well as the richest, boasting a 
$30,000 purse in 1980. 

“It's a sad state of affairs when a small percentage of an audience 
can disrupt an event like the Charity Newsies race," said two-time 
Columbus winner Mert Lawwill. 

Mike Kidd, another two-time winner of the event, said, “If one 
race can be ruined by a handful of people, then the whole schedule 
could be ruined. We must do something. We've gotten past that type 
of an image, and certainly can't let a few individuals destroy all of 
what we've worked so hard for.” 

Gary Scott, winner of the 1975 Columbus National, said, “I attended 
the promoter's meeting and the problem of rowdies at certain events 
was discussed. We all know it's not gangs, but just a small percentage 
of the audience that feels they must be rowdy. It was the biggest dirt 
track event we have, and | hate to lose it. We can't let it set a 
precedent; we must control the problem." Others echoed Mert 
Lawwill, who said, “| don't see what we (in the pits) can do. It's up to 
the people (the audience) to police themselves.” 

And everyone to whom we spoke mentioned that the problem is 
not restricted to motorcycle events. We learned that the City of 
Columbus spends approximately $100,000 for security measures 
connected with the annual Ohio State vs. Michigan football game. The 
person supplying that information said, "'...but | guess football is king 
in Columbus and they could care less about a motorcycle race.” 

The event was scheduled for June 28. It not only leaves a prime 
summer date open on the Winston Pro Series schedule, but leaves 
Ohio without a round of the series. The AMA is looking into the 
possibility of obtaining another promoter and site for an event to 
replace the Charity Newsies race.

New District Advisory 
Council to be selected 


RIVERSIDE, CA, JAN. 19 


The Bureau of Land Management is calling for nominations of pro- 
spective members for the new California Desert District Advisory 
Council. The Council will advise BLM managers on programs and 
policies for the public lands within the California Desert Conservation 
Area, about 12% million acres. Members of the Council will be 
appointed by the Secretary of the Interior from a list of nominees. 

The Council will be composed of not less than 10 people, nor more 
than 15. To insure that the Council is balanced in terms of different 
points of view, members will be selected to represent the following 
areas of interest: Renewable Resources, Non-renewable Resources, 
Recreation, Environmental Protection, Transportation Rights-of-way, 
Wildlife, Local Government, Cultural Resources, Native American 


Concerns and Public-at-large. 


All members of the Advisory Council will be expected to represent 
the general public's interest, but should be especially knowledgeable 
in the category from which they were appointed. 

Members will serve a term of two years, and may be reappointed at 
the discretion of the Secretary for additional terms not to exceed a 
total of six years. All Council members will serve without salary, but 
will be reimbursed for travel and other expenses at the current rate for 
government employees. The Council will normally meet four times a 
year, and must meet at least once a year. Additional meetings may be 
called by the District Manager when there is a need for advice on 


special 


matters. 
Establishment of Advisory Councils is authorized by the Federal 
Land Management and Policy Act of 1976, and the Federal Advisory 


Committee Act. 


Persons wishing to nominate individuals or themselves to serve on 
the California Desert Advisory Council should send name, address, 
profession and an appropriate biographical data to: District Manager, 
California Desert District, 1695 Spruce Street, Riverside, CA 92507.

Dear Governor Brown... 

I am writing regarding the Off High- 
way Vehicle Fund and the Hungry 
Valley OHV Recreation Area which 
are administered by the Department 
of Parks and Recreation. 

The OHV Fund was created to 
aquire land for OHV recreation. By 
registering OHVs and collecting fees 
there is no undue tax burden on those 
not engaging in OHV recreation. 
Administered properly, an excellent 
program. 

Hungry Valley, located near the 
town of Gorman on Interstate 5 in 
northeast Ventura and northwest Los 
Angeles Counties, has been one of the 
most popular forest OHV areas in 
southern California for more than 15 
years. Recognizing this fact, the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
purchased this area using OHV Funds. 
As an open OHV area, an excellent 
choice. 

But now that the Department of 
Parks and Recreation controls this 
area they have initiated planning 
which is illogical, unwanted, 
unneeded, costly and wasteful. 

The Department of Parks and 
Recreation has already proposed 








closing sizable portions of Hungry 
Valley to OHVs for various reasons. 
Why then were these areas purchased 
with funds for acquisition of OHV 
lands if OHVs are not to be allowed on 
them? To correct this, the Department 
of Parks and Recreation must 
determine, through contact with the 
users, what areas indeed should or 
should not be designated open to 
OHVs. The criteria used should be 
that of recognizing the areas’ past and 
potential for OHV use and any study 
of its suitability for uses other than 
OHV recreation should not be paid for 
with OHV funds. The OHV Fund 
should be reimbursed for any areas not 
designated open for OHV recreation. 


Also, the Department of Parks and 
Recreation has proposed spending tens 
of thousands of dollars of the OHV 
Fund for showers, camper hook-ups 
and other unnecessary facilities. This 
is to be public OHV land first and 
foremost. Toilet, trash and water 
facilities should be provided as these 
are essential for daily use. Showers are 
a waste of OHV funds since OHV 
operators can shower after leaving as 
has been done for years at this and all 
OHV areas. Camper hook-ups are 
illogical since not every OHV operator 
brings a camper and those who do are 
experienced in camping without hook- 
ups. Under no circumstances should 
there be built cooking pits or grills as 
these could be misused too easily, 
greatly increasing the chance of fires. 
The above emphasizes that this should 
be open OHV land first, with 
conveniences and development being 
secondary and considered only when 
asked for by the users through contact 
and disscussion. 


The actions of the Department of 
Parks and Recreation in handling the 
OHV Fund are so irresponsible that 
legislation was once initiated to 
transfer the program out of its control. 
Not wanting this to happen, they 
agreed to give the OHV program a 
higher priority. But through these and 
other actions, the Department has 
continued to demonstrate irresponsi- 
bility toward the OHV recreationalists. 
These instances of spending OHV 
funds on land which has been used by 
OHV operators for many years and 
then closing it to OHVs, and on 
unneeded facilities without having 
realized successful operation of this 
same area for its basic purpose is 
grossly irresponsible. This area has 
been enjoyed by hundreds of 
thousands of people with few 
restrictions, light development and 
small expenditures of money being 
needed. 


Finally, the federal Bureau of Land 
Management should not be given any 
OHV funds. The BLM controls 
millions of acres of California which is 
supposed to be public land. It is up to 
them to control this land for all of the 
people of the United States equally 
and fairly, including those who seek 
OHV recreation. If they cannot do this 
and ask for state assistance, they 
should give the state control of this 
land where the people who will be 
paying for its use through the OHV 
registration fees will be more directly 
represented. This is just one of the 
many compelling reasons that support 
of future “Sagebrush Rebellion” 
actions are warranted.

Headed for the top

In just three ISDT appearances, Jeff Fredette had established himself as one of our 
best 250cc off-road riders. He collected three gold medals in those rides and this 
year turned in the third best score by an American rider. 

However, Fredette isn't satisfied. “I want to be the best American ISDT rider," 
he says. "Larry Roeseler has been on top for the past two years and I think it's time 
for a change.” He isn't outspoken, it’s just that Fredette has set a goal for himself. 
He was sixth overall American in his first ISDT ride in Sweden and finished sixth 
last year in West Germany. "Next year,” he says with a note of determination. 

1981 will mark Fredette's third season riding for Team Suzuki. John Morgan, 
enduro/trials team manager for Suzuki, calls him “a very competitive rider." 
Morgan liked his spirit and determination when Fredette approached him at the 
end of 1978 to ask about the possibility of an opening on the squad. "I felt he would 
be a good addition to the team, " says Morgan, "and I was right." 

Fredette lives with his parents in Tinley Park, Illinois, a fair sized city just off I- 
80, south of Chicago. He ts single, reached his 23rd birthday on January 16 and 
appears to be very quiet — until he gets to know you. 

Will he attain his goal of being America's best ISDT rider? Only time will tell, 
but if determination counts he certainly has a good chance. 


How did you get started? 
My dad used to race. I used to be the 
pit crew chasing him around. When I 
got old enough I started riding 
observed trials and when I turned 16 
and could ride on the road then I 
began competing in enduros. 
Did you do any motocrossing? 
No. My mom wouldn't let me. It was 
ride the safe stuff or don't ride at all. 
She was afraid I would get hurt in 
MX. 
What bike did you start on? 
I began riding a Penton in 1977 and 
chasing around to a few National 
enduros with Ron Ribolzi. I made the 
AA class thanks to Ron. In 1978 I rode 
a KTM when they changed over. I also 
began riding the Qualifiers and made 
the ISDT team. 
How did the Two-Days go? 
I was just out to get some experience, 
but I got a third in class in the first one 
I rode and figured maybe I had a 
chance to do some good after all. I did 
all right in the next round and that 
really made me feel good. The next 
ing you know I was on the team. 


That was the Swedish ISDT? 

Yes. I rode the 250cc class and did 
pretty well, coming in about 20th in 
clas. I was sixth overall of the 
American riders, though. 

Did you find your first ISDT was 
different than you had imagined? 

It surprised me in some ways. I was 
expecting a killer trail and time 
schedule for each day, but they gave 
you a couple of days to get used to 
things before making everything hard. 
I expected to have a hard time just 
finishing much less winning a gold 
medal. It was easier than I had 
anticipated. The weather helped 
because it was quite nice. It was a good 
ISDT for a first time rider. 

You switched brands to Suzuki at the 
beginning of 1979. How did that 
come about? 

I got back from Sweden and we were 
scheduled to ride in a National enduro 
the next week. I got there and it was 
one of those times when the 
organization just wasn't working. Five 
minutes before 1 was scheduled to 
leave they (KTM) didn't even know 











who was taking the gas to the gas stops 
and that, coupled with a few other 
things, upset me really bad. 

That afternoon I asked John 
Morgan of Suzuki if they were 
expanding the team and if they had 
any room I would really be interested 
in riding for Suzuki. He said there was 
a possibility they would be adding 
riders and he would get back to me. 
He came out to my house later in the 
year and we talked and that was it. I 
was on Team Suzuki. I was really 
happy and things have been going 
good ever since. 

Was it a big change to ride for 
Suzuki? 

No doubt about it. It's a lot better 
than what I was used to. I was used to 
a very low key operation and you can't 
describe Suzuki that way. Basically 
they set up my Qualifier Series and 
ISDT bikes in New Jersey (Suzuki's 
eastern regional warehouse) and also 
give me a couple of PEs to ride 
enduros on. Right now I've got a pair 
of PE s and a pair of RM s. I expect to 
see John (Morgan) soon to pick up 
those bikes and drop off my ISDT bike 
so I can use it to go ice racing. 

Your first season with Suzuki netted 
you a gold medal in West Germany 
and this year you were alternate on 
the Vase team until Teddy 
Leimbach's tragic accident. Did 
your move to the team on such short 
notice put any pressure on you? 

No. It didn't really bother me or catch 
me off key. I always go over to do as 
well as I can, so the only difference was 
that I was a Vase Team member. I 
think I would have done as good even 
if I wasn't on the team. What does 
happen is that maybe you have more 
incentive. It didn't change my style of 
riding. You might think about being a 
little conservative or not hanging it out 
as much, but once you start riding you 
forget all about that and go for it. 
Perhaps I slowed a bit on my trail 
pace; I don't really know. 

You couldn't have slowed too much 
since you were one of only three 
riders to maintain gold level status 
for the entire ISDT. 

Well, that doesn't tell the entire story. 
On day three I lost three minutes on 
the trail where Mike (Melton) lost only 
one. I just got caught sleeping. 1 knew 
this one check would be tight, but 
didn't realize how tight until I was 
almost there and checked my watch. 
You never saw anyone blitz through 
those streets like I did. I was lucky to 
lose only those points. If I had lost only 
one minute like Melton I would have 
had the best score among all the 
American riders. You know, there are 
all kinds of ifs, ands and buts that you 
think about when it's all over. You 
know you can't change anything, but 
sometimes you sure wish you 
could. 

Did you find this year’s ISDT to be 
the toughest you’ve ridden? 

It was the tightest time schedule I've 
ever ridden. It wasn’t consistent. They 
would give you sections where you had 
plenty of time and follow it with one 
where you had to go all out just to 
make it on time. 

What do you do in the winter to 
loosen up? 

I ice race to stay in shape. It’s a blast. I 
like doing it because you can go out 
there and everybody is having a good 
time. It's really a different kind of 
racing because there isn’t the pressure 
of having to beat the other guy. If you 
win, you win and if you don’t you have 
a good time. 

What do you do in your free time 
when you aren’t racing? 

What free time? I race nearly every 
weekend. By the time this year ends I'll 
probably have raced 46 weekends. I 
know I've got the month of December 
off -- unless something neat comes up 
to ride. 














Do you find it hard to psyche 
yourself up week after week? 
Sometimes you get bummed out and 
you are racing, but you're not really 
racing. That usually leads to not doing 
good so you get mad at yourself and 
get back in the groove. It's a cycle you | 
try not to get into. 

How about your spare time at home; 
what do you do? 

I work on my 1977 Dodge van a lot to 
keep it running smooth and looking 
nice and this winter I'm going to build 
a wind surfer for next summer. Other 
than that I don't do much of anything. 
How about physical conditioning? 
No, I don't do any of that. I don't like 
to jog and I don't belong to any health 
clubs because I don't really have any 
time. I work all week hanging 
aluminum siding, come home and eat 
and work on the bikes a bit. 

How do you get time off to race? 

My boss races bikes so that helps in 
getting time off. He's liberal about 
that. Things get pretty slow in the 
winter so basically I make my money 
in the summer and then go into the 
red when the really cold weather 
comes. Fortunately, Suzuki pays all my 
expenses so it doesn't really cost me 
anything to go to those races that I 
need to run. 

How does your schedule look for 
next year? 

Right now I'm planning on running 
the Regional Championship Enduro 
Series, the Qualifier Series and some 
National enduros that are nearby for 
Suzuki. And next October I want to be 
in Italy for the ISDT. 

Can you make it four gold medals in 
a row? 

I hope so. I want to do better than I 
did this year. I finished third overall of 
all the Americans and that isn't good 
enough because I want to be best 
American. I’ve steadily improved my 
personal finish each year. 

Do you feel that riding in the 250cc 
class might be a bit of a 
disadvantage? 

Perhaps, since if you zero the course 
then it comes down to the special tests 
and the acceleration tests and the 
500cc class bikes pick up a second here 
and a second there. I'll stick to the 
250s though. I don't think I would 
really like to ride a 500. Heck, the 250 
has more power than I need. 

Do you believe our ISDT selection 
process is correct? 

No. I don't think that how the 
selection is made is really right. They 
(AMA and the selection committee) 
look at past performance a little, but 
not as much as they should. This year 
they picked practically all the hot guns 
from the Qualifiers Series which 
doesn't really reflect the best riders for 
the job every time. You can berserk it 
in the Qualifiers and your bike usually 
won't break because they are made so 
well. A lot of guys do that and you get 
blown away, but if they rode like that 
for six days their bikes wouldn't last at 
all. I think that's the problem with 
picking the fastest riders. If you don't 
finish that sixth day you haven't done 
your job. There's a lot of mental stress 
as well as mechanical stress in finishing 
and finishing well. 

Whoarethestrong American riders 
in the 250cc (ISDT) class? 

I'd have to say Dick (Burleson), Mike 
(Melton), Terry (Cunningham), John 
Martin and probably Frank Stacy. I 
haven't seen Stacy ride enough to 
judge him, but he seems to be a really 
good rider. Martin is a terror and he 
wants somebody's hide real bad. If 
you're going to pick a rider to watch 
on the trail he's one because he gives it 
110 percent all the time. There isn't 
much that can take that smile off his 
face either. 

Why do you ride? 

I love it. It's in my blood, what more 
can I say. .

Victories to 
Radical Ron, 
Rocket Rex and 
the Broccoli Kid

HURON, CA, JAN. 25 


"The competition is getting mighty tough," 
commented Yamaha factory rider Broc Glover 
after winning the 250cc Pro class. “These guys 
are making me ride fast just to keep up." Glover 


topped the star studded field on 
a challenging track built with 
Green Stickie Funds that most 
competitors rated as the best 


course in the DG series. The surface 
was vastly improved from last year's 
race as the state of California dumped 
18 inches of sand on the track and or- 
ganizers doused the course with water 
for five days prior to the event. 

"Rocket Rex” Staten battled to vic- 
tory in the 500cc Pro contest, refusing 
to succumb to the pressure from 
Glover in the first moto or from Maico 
rider Eric McKenna in moto two. DG 
rider Staten rode with the added handi- 
cap of a badly swollen right shoulder, 
arm and hand sustained in a practice 
collision with another bike. 

"Radical Ron" Turner took his 
watercooled Floater Suzuki to the win- 
ner's circle in the 125cc Pro face-off, 
besting Yamaha rider Scott Burnworth 





and fellow Suzuki teamster George 
Holland. Holland now leads the 125cc 
points chase as Pro- Trac Yamaha rider 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler was forced 
to park his mount after injuring his 
left leg in the second moto, 

Veteran Intermediate Larry Sabado 
piloted his Yamaha to a 2-1 score and 
the overall win in that class. Jim Arbo- 
gast thrust his Maico into the number 
one slot in the first Veteran battle but 
could only muster a fourth place finish 
in the second go-round to drop to 
third overall as Leon Price picked up 
the number two honors on his Yamaha. 


125cc Pro 

"I finally broke the ice," exclaimed 
a jubilant Turner after taking his first 
win of the DG Series. “Now I'm gonna 
take over the series and win the next 
three rounds!” 

Several riders entertained early 
thoughts of victory in this fourth 








round of competition, including Honda 
riders Gary Denton and Johnny O’Mara, 
who shared the first moto holeshot 
with Denton edging ahead as the pack 
screamed through the first turn. Fol- 
lowing Denton and O'Mara on lap one 
were Yamaha riders A.J. Whiting and 
Scott Burnworth. 

Turner, with a rare decent start, 
moved into fifth on the next lap as 
O'Mara put the moves on Denton and 
jetted into the lead. Turner wasted 
little time in displacing Burnworth, 
Whiting and Denton to slice into the 
second place vacancy and pressure 
O'Mara. 

Magoo Chandler was on the gas 
back in mid-pack and by lap four had 
joined the battle for third place being 
waged between Burnworth, Denton, 
La Habra Yamaha rider Mike Beier 
and Holland. Magoo tried a few in- 
ventive lines and quickly found him- 
self in third and closing on the leaders. 


Turner duked his way past Johnny 
O' on the next charge past the finish 
and took control of the race. Chandler 
continued to reel in O'Mara with a 
string of 2:02 lap times but O'Mara's 
stock CR would soon lose its spark as 
the coil lost ground when its screws 
vibrated loose. 

"Yamaha riders Jim Anderson and 
Erik Kehoe crowded into the top six 
slots as Denton and Beier faded off the 
pace with mechanical problems. At 
the checkers the order was Turner, 
Chandler, Burnworth, Holland, 
Kehoe and Anderson. 


Head down and throttle to the 
stops, Burnworth nailed the second 
moto holeshot as 10 riders tangled and 
fell in the first turn. Phil Larson and 
Jon Nelson moved their Yamahas into 
the next two places as Suzuki rider Bob 
Elliott powered into fourth ahead of 
Denton and Turner. 

By lap four Burnworth was safely 
out front with a 10 second lead as 
"Turner struggled to pass a determined 
Elliott and the second place battle be- 
tween Nelson and Larson. Chandler 
reinjured his left leg and gamely tried 
to work his way through the pack while 
standing on one leg but soon the pain 
was too much and Magoo headed for 
the pits. 

When Turner finally moved into the 
runner-up position Burnworth was 15 


signalled that he had the overall win, 
so Radical Ron cruised the remaining 
laps. Holland worked his way into 
third for the moto and third overall 
behind Turner and Burnworth as 
Whiting picked up the fourth place 
money and fifth went to Anderson. 
250cc Pro 

Lenny Giger pulled the surprise hole- 
shot of the day as he blasted his Kawa- 
saki into the lead of the first 250cc 
moto. Giger had plenty of company up 
front as "Lavender Larry” Wosick 
glued his Yamaha to Giger's rear fender 
and Cycle World test rider Don Griewe 
brought up third. 

Wosick and Giger traded the lead a 
few times on lap three before Wosick 
moved ahead to stay. Griewe charged 
past Giger also and pressured Wosick 
for the lead, as Rocket Rex and Broc 
Glover moved into the top five. Staten 
and Glover had their monoshocks 
dancing across the gnarly whoops as 
they blew past Giger and went in 
pursuit of the two front runners. 

Glover got past Staten on the inside 
as the moto hit the halfway point. The 
two National stars soon caught and 
passed Griewe but were unable to reel 
in Wosick and the top three positions 
held to the flag. Griewe's fine ride 
ended with a trip to the turf and a 
bruised shoulder. Yamaha rider Arlo 
Englund won his race long battle with 
Can-Am rider Jim Holley and Yamaha- 
mounted Mark Lawrence to pick up 
fourth. Holley took fifth, Lawrence 
sixth. 

Wosick and Yamaha rider Phil Lar- 
son were side by side at the start of 
race two with Larson edging ahead 
over the big spectator jump. Wosick 
chose his spot and slipped past Larson 
on lap number three as Glover closed 
in from third. Glover outgunned Lar- 
son and set his sights on Wosick. 

Lawrence and Can-Am rider Juan 
Benavidez dueled for third place as 
Larson faded and Yamaha rider Rick 
Johnson moved into fifth after a last 
place start. Glover slipped around a 
tiring Wosick while Johnson moved 
into third. Johnson caught and passed 
Wosick with two laps remaining and 
Lawrence finished fourth ahead of 
Benavidez. 

Wosick went home with the runner- 
up share of the purse behind Glover 
and Lawrence finished third for the 
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day. Englund grabbed fourth and 
Johnson fifth. 


500cc Pro 

"I'm hurtin' a bit right now," noted 

Rocket Man Staten after clinching the 
500cc Pro win, "and it's kinda hard to 
hold onto the bars with my hand 
swollen so bad but I'm really getting 
stronger and I'll be ready to win the 
500cc National title this year. I want it 
sooo bad!” 
Staten was on form despite his hand 
as he battled with and beat the Califor- 
nia Kid, Glover, in the first moto. 
Glover found the traction to grab the 
early lead with Staten and Maico rider 
Eric McKenna in tow. 

With three of the top five points 
earners running 1-2-3 the action had 
to be intense. And it was as Staten 
closed on and finally passed Glover 
with both riders hard on the gas and 
nearly out of control, Maico rider Dave 
Coupe and McKenna dueled for the 
third position while Arlo Englund, 
Husky rider Steve Rhyan and Wheel- 
smith Maico pilot Will Harper argued 
over the next three slots. 

International star Brad Lackey and 
Pro Circuit Husky rider Jeff Jennings 
both tumbled in the early going and 
left Lackey off form and Jennings out 
of the race with a brain concussion. 

Staten held the lead to the checkers 
with Glover second, McKenna third, 
Maico rider Kevin Davis fourth and 
Englund fifth. 

Davis trenched the start line and 
knifed into the early second moto lead 


“with McKenna and Staten in tow. 


Davis and McKenna looked ready to 
put Maico in the winner's circle until 
Glover moved into fourth and Staten 
found a few more ponies. Staten dove 
under McKenna and blasted Davis 
over the tricky stadium-styled jumps 
with an incredible leap that nearly put 
Staten off the track. 

McKenna and Davis dueled for 
second ;place with Davis missing a 
berm and Glover using the 
opportunity to move up one notch. 
Glover was unable to sustain a drive 
that would carry him past McKenna 
(“I only had four hours of sleep and 
this is a rough track," noted Glover) 
and the front three positions went un- 
changed. Englund and Can-Am rider 
Jerome Heiberger rode wheel to wheel 
for most of the moto and Englund 
picked up fourth as Davis faded at the 
finish. Heiberger was sixth. 

Staten closed the gap on Glover's 
point lead with the overall win and 
McKenna stayed close to the hunt with 
second for the day. Glover posted a 
third place overall score while Englund 
picked up fourth and Davis fifth.

Harden takes his 
fifth Moapa to 
Vegas H&H

MOAPA-LAS VEGAS, NV, JAN. 18 


For the fifth time in its 11 year 
history, factory Husky ace Scot 
Harden brought in the overall 
victory in the Groundshakers an- 
nual Moapa to Vegas race. Harden 
powered his Randy Chambers-prepped 
Husqvarna 430 XC to a 15 minute 
lead at the finish line over some of the 
best talent that Nevada, Utah, Arizona, 
and California had to offer. 


The 130-mile race stretched from 
just south of Moapa, NV, to a finish 
near Nellis AFB, within sight of the 
Las Vegas skyline. The normally chal- 
lenging Nevada desert was especially 
treacherous due to a very dry winter. 
Everyone but the leader rode in a 
cloud of dust from start to finish. 


When the Experts left the line short- 
ly after nine, it was Nevada's own 
Italian Stallion, Anthony Pasqualotto 
forging his 490 Maico into the lead 


with "Jumpin' Jack" Johnson right on 
his tail, also Maico mounted, This was 
Jacks first ride on the German 


marque, and along with Pasqualotto, 
Kevin Welch, and superbiker Kevin 
Davis, Team Maico will pose a for- 
midable front to the Nevada desert 
scene in 1981. 

Close behind Johnson was Harden 
and Husky rider Chris Morgan, who 
dropped south out of the Utah fog for 
a little Nevada sunshine. As the racers 
pulled into the first gas, Anthony was 
still in the lead, with Harden taking 
over second. Johnson's bid for a maiden 
voyage Maico victory ended before the 
first gas stop with a shredded rear tire. 
Jack limped in to the check riding on a 
rim, and was no longer a threat to the 
frontrunners. 


Shortly after gas one, Harden began 
reeling in Pasqualotto. Then Anthony 
crashed and just remounted in front of 
Scot, who started really putting pres- 
sure on the Maico rider. When he 
crashed again, this time through a 


tree, Harden slipped by and it was . 


clean goggles for the premier member 
of Team Husky for the remaining 85 
miles to the finish, followed by Morgan 
and Kevin Welch. Since Harden will 
be the only sponsored Husky rider to 
campaign in the Open class this year 
in Nevada, a victory against the awe- 
some red threat of Team Maico was 
especially pleasing. 

In the 250cc class, it was Yamaha- 
mounted Kevin Steele running wire to 
wire and bringing in fourth overall 
over Bobby Davidson. The 125s saw 
Daryl Folks continue his winning ways 
with an easy first place and seventh 
overall over Danny Anderson. In the 
Over 38 class Preston Gerber surged to 
the front of the old timers' group with 
a win and a brilliant fifth overall. In 
Class 30 Cherry Creek promoter Don 
Fuller will take the brass back to Utah 
with Al Hoskins bringing in second 
and the legendary Max Switzer taking 
third.

Miller slides to 
Sled Rider win

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JAN. 11 
Mud-spattered Chuck Miller 
earned the Sled Riders' overall 
win at the first D-37 desert race of 
the new year, mounted on his new 
mount out of Premier Yamaha. 

Saturday night was exceptionally 
warm and at about 4 a.m. a warm, 
gentle rain began falling. By 8 a.m, 
however, a cold wind had descended 
out of the north and had dropped the 
temperature into the low 40s. The rain 
continued to fall, ranging from a mist 
to a saturation. The ground was well 
soaked, making the start one of those 
rare, beautiful ones with no dust at all. 

The Amateurs and Experts took off 
with a roar at the drop of the banner, 
but the Novices and Beginners were 
still waiting on the start line when the 
first Experts came off the first loop 
and stopped for gas. Several riders had 
been hurt and Rescue 3 was busy 
getting them out of the way for the 
next wave of riders to go by. 

For the Amateurs and Experts the 
lead had been taken, almost 
immediately, by Miller. A number of 
other top riders had seized their 
machines either on the bomb run, or 
just past it, because of the flat-out 
speed attainable with no dust. Cliff 
Thomas moved through check two 
behind Miller followed by Dan 
Ashcraft, Darin Cartwright, and Dan 
Smith. In the sixth slot was Mike 
Sixbery who had decided to retain his 
“666x” plate for another year. He was 
followed by Chuck Stearns, Kent 
Pfeiffer, first Senior #07x, and Tom 
Mattox, rounding out the top 10. 

Directly behind these 10 Experts 
was the first Amateur Tom Bullock 
(Open), with the next Amateur Tony 
Megla (250cc) seven slots back. The 
first “C” machine was piloted by Pete 
Postel. He was battling with another 
"C"er, Bill Mattox. 

By the second check Greg Miller 
(250cc) had the Novice lead with 
Randy Jones (250cc) close behind. "C" 
rider, Mike Jones, was the next Novice 
in and out, followed by three more 
250s piloted by Leon Kipwood, Scott 


. Henderson and Ray Conway. 


First Beginner racer with a District 
number was Steve Ocheltree (Open) 
with Steve Thomas (250cc) only a 
couple of bikes back. 

With the ground so moist it was 
difficult to see where the riders were. 
As the estimated time drew near for 
the completion of the first loop by the 
leaders, pit crews and spectators began 
to search the desert to the north and 
east to see if they could spot the leader. 
It wasn't until the first machine was 
heard, however, that the leader could 
be spotted. Miller had the lead with 
Dan Smith a few seconds behind. 

The banner dropped for the 
Beginners and Novices as Miller, 
Smith and a few others were gassing 
up for their second loop. 

The first loop trail passed between 
road.- -As 




















spectators and pit crews moved onto 
the road from the start, they had to 
cross the race course. 


One almost “severe” crash wa 
averted at the last second as a ride 
was moving fast along the course going 
into the pits and a truck with campe: 
pulled out directly into his path, the 
rider started to go around the front o 
the truck, but the driver just kept 
moving, forcing the rider to lay hi 
bike down at the last second, with the 
front wheel sliding up against the front 
wheel of the truck and the rear wheel 
under the truck. Everyone sighed a 
sign of relief when the rider jumped 
up. He final got his machine 
disentangled and started it up again, 
and was off. What could have been an 
extremely bad scene, happily turned 
out all right. 

Out on the second loop Miller 
continued to hold the lead with Smith 
and Ashcraft having a battle for the 
second spot. At check four Smith had 
it, by check five it was Ashcraft moving 
through in the second spot. By check six, 
however, Smith was back in it again. 

The riders found the sand to be 
great for traction, but the wet rocks 
were a different story. Some parts of 
the course the riders encountered rain, 
and in other parts there were only 
clouds and cold wind. 

The dry lake was not dry. The 
couple inches of standing water made 
the crossing of the lake an experience 
to be remembered. While the front 
wheel flipped spatters of mud into the 
riders face, the rear wheel slid 
sideways, making forward motion a 
real challenge. On top of this, there 
were also numerous bomb craters in 
the area to make things really 
interesting. Goggles were discarded 
one way or another early in the race. 
They were either fogged up or totally 
covered with mud. 

Halfway around the second loop, 
through check five, it was Miller, 
Ashcraft, and Smith, as reported 
earlier in this story. Following them, in 
hot pursuit, were Howard McCasland, 
Sixbery, Stearns, Pfeiffer, Bill Mattox, 
Pete Postel, and Ken Upp. 


The top 10 finishers were spread out 
quite a bit. Miller (Open) still led the 
pack past the checkered, with Smith 
(Open) finishing in the second spot. 
Sixbery (250cc) had made some good 
moves and took the checkered in the 
third slot, pushing Ashcraft (250cc) 
into fourth. 

Three more 250s followed in fifth 
through seventh place: Cartwright, 
Stearns, and Pfeiffer. 

Piloting "C" machines in the eighth 
and ninth slots were Bill Mattox and 
Pete Postel. Ed Whisenant (Open) had 
moved into the 10th slot. 

First Amateur across the finish line 
was Heavyweight Tom Bullock 14th 
overall, followed by first Amateur 
250cc Chris Crandall, two positions 
back. In the 19th slot was the first 
Amateur “C” machine piloted by Kurt 
Pfeiffer. 

The first Expert Senior to take the 
checkered was #0126 (Open) in the 
20th overall spot with first Expert Vet 
Monte Lee (a 250cc Vet ace who's 
moved to the Open class this year) 
right behind him. 


The first Trailbiker was back in the 
pack at the 57th overall position, well 
ahead of the next "T" bike piloted by 
Amateur Chris McDonald. 

Randy Jones (250cc) had moved to 
the head of the Novice pack with Greg 
Miller (250cc) not far behind. Mike 
Jones was third, first “C”. First Novice

The last three races of Saddle- 
back's five events were monoplized 
by Mike Baker, winner of the 
200cc race and Mike Sixbery 
winner of the Open and 250cc race.

The battle 
was now between Bill Manely and 
McGraw who finished in that order. 
Bryon Farnsworth (Yam) took an easy 
first 250cc Expert, fourth overall while

who was a legend in his own time. Jeff 
Smith now rides enduros for Can-Am 
in Duluth, MN, but when a very young 
rider named Roger DeCoster was just 
beginning in MX the man who held 
the World Championship was Jeff 
Smith. Smith, from Great Britian, 
rode MX for BSA and held the British 
Championship nine times and the 
World Championship twice. He has 
won nine ISDT gold medals, the first 
in 1952 on a Norton and the last in 
1978 on a Can-Am. Being a retired 
racer, Smith signed up at this race as 
an Open Amateur, starting 30 seconds 
after the Experts and still finished fifth 
overall. 

Mike Baker, who rides for Orange 
County Cycle, ran away with the 200cc 
race. Mike was testing the water- 
cooled 125cc Yamaha that he'll be 
riding in Class 20 for SCORE at 
Parker, AZ. If this race is any indica- 
tion, Baker and co-rider Kevin Case 
will be very happy at Parker. Baker 
took an easy win in this one and left 
the competition to Danny Bartholamew, 
Norman Francis, Bill Mattox and 
Kevin Case, who finished in that 
order. 

In the Open race Craig Adams 
riding his KTM for Adam's Radiator 
took the lead and began battling with 
Baker who had Sixbery nipping at his 
rear tire. Adams went out on the 
second lap with a blown engine and 
Baker took the lead. Sixbery stayed on 
Baker's butt and the two played switch- 
aroo for a couple of laps, then on the 
seventh of the nine laps, the race 
became Sixbery all the way. As Sixbery 
took the checkered Baker came up the 
hill into the finish area. Just as he 
cleared the hill, Thad Friday (Yam) 
shot by Baker and claimed second 
Expert while Mike took third. Steve 
Huth, Jay East and Roland Dean 
claimed top Amateur positions. 

The 250 race belonged to "Sizzlin' 
Six" from beginning to end, riding his 
250 IT Yamaha for Montclair 
Yamaha. Baker again gave Sixbery 
competition but Baker was tiring since 
this was his: third race. Maybe this 
aided in his going down as he tried to 
avoid hitting a rider who moved into 














his path as Baker tried to lap him. 
Whatever the cause, Baker was down 
and the second spot was coveted and 
shared by many but finally became 
Craig Adams’ for keeps.

The owner of the auto museum in 
Wells, Maine went down to 
Springfield to buy literature on the 
early bikes for his collection. This 
official took him home to look through 
his cellar, whereupon this machine 
surfaced, and a deal was quickly 
settled (in the mid three-figure range, 
20 years ago). This machine must 
certainly be priceless today, but it is 
still on display for all to see in the 
small seasonal Maine auto museum.

It was 
only the eighth Indian ever built by 
the Hendee Manufacturing Co., in 
Springfield, Massachusetts, yet such 
items as tires and spark plugs have the 
Indian logo on them.

batteries for the ignition system.  . 

Along with the eighth Indian, the 
museum has in its collection a twin- 
cylinder engine made a few years later. 
A magneto replaces the battery 
ignition system, and an oil pump is 
used to pump oil to the cylinders. This 
is a 30.50 cubic inch displacement-- 
500cc for those of you not familiar 
with such dimensions, and was the 
fourteenth such engine produced by 
Indian. The carburetor shows a few 
improvements, though vacuum- 
operated intake valves are still 
featured. Note the strange series of 
holes below the fins on the cylinders, 
which may have been a primitive 
crankcase breather, or thought to 
improve cooling or lubrication. 

If you think that these machines 
look primitive, remember that it was 
only a few years earlier that Gottleib 
Daimler built his first motorcycle, with 
a wooden frame, wooden wheels, a 
wick-type carburetor, and an outside 
bunsen burner for the untimed hot- 
tube ignition system. That bunsen 
burner required a separate alcohol 
fuel supply! 

So when you think of today's shaft 
drives and rubber belt ` drives, 
automatic fuel taps, air forks and 
monoshock suspensions, think for a 
minute that they wouldn't mean a 
thing without the pioneering work of 
men like Daimler and Hendee, and 
machines like those in these pictures. 

Somehow I'd still like to be the guy 
who bought the seventh or ninth 
Indian, with his cloth cap, and tiny 
goggles, blasting down a dirt road with 
chickens and prim ladies scurrying 
out of the way hurling epithets after 
the speeding motorcycle demon. That 
beats an automatic fuel tap anyday! *

Riding in a fog at 
Medford MX

MEDFORD, OR, JAN. 11 
With a giant high pressure area 
lying over Oregon, motorcycle 
riders have enjoyed dry tracks 
throughout the state. But in 
Medford, a high pressure this time of 
the year almost always means fog. 

As the riders started out for their 
morning practice, the back straight of 
the track was not even visible from the 
scoring tower. But luckily, by the first 
races the fog lifted and it was soon 
time for the Pros. 

Nine Pros — six 250s, two Opens 
and one 125 — all left the gate at the 
same time and all were racing for the 
same purse. The first rider out of the 
gate was Mark Mattheisen. This was 
Mark's first race in the 1980-81 
Medford motocross season and only his 
second race in nine months. Mark 
rode his new Yamaha into the lead 
and held that position to the finish. 

Following Mark from start to finish 
was 125cc rider Ron Hartsfield. Third 
place started out belonging to 250cc 
rider Jim Jamieson, but after only one 
lap: he was replaced by Ron Haskett 

o was also on a 250. Ron's stay in 
that position only lasted four laps 
before Randy Pekarek rode his 250 
Yamaha into third and held that posi- 
tion the rest of the moto. The first 
Open class rider was Tony Speck who 
placed sixth. 

In the second moto, the fog rolled in 
so bad that the riders could only be 
seen when they passed directly in front 
of the spectator area and in front of 
the scoring tower. This meant that the 
riders were only in view for approxi- 
mately 10 seconds of every lap. 
Mattheisen again pulled his Yamaha 
into first place and he held the lead for 
three laps. Tom Gastaldi started out in 
fourth place on his Lee Miller Sports 
Center Honda, but by the fourth lap 
he was behind Mark in second place. 

Mark stated later that the fog col- 
lected on his glasses so badly that he 
couldn't see and Gastaldi slipped by 
him. Mark was able to keep his eye on 
the Honda's red rear fender to the 
finish for second. The Open class ma- 
chines did better the second moto as 
Speck placed third overall with Rod 
Nordstrom on his 465 Yamaha placing 
fourth. 

The 250cc Intermediate class was a 
very exciting race as Eureka, CA, 
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Kelly Virchow (83) ignores Dave Vanni's antics at Golden State Fremont MX. 


Maico rider John Parker and local 
KTM rider Devin Madison battled 
back and forth in the first moto. Madi- 
son led the moto for four laps while 
Parker led for three laps and, most 
importantly, the last lap. 

In the second moto, neither Madi- 
son nor Parker did as well, placing 
sixth and fifth respectively. Mike Zill- 
gett won the moto and in doing so, 
placed first overall. 

The winner of the coveted “why did 
you do that?” award was Gorden 
Sundby who rode in the Masters class 
(also known as the Old Timers). 
Gorden fell in a corner just before a 
double jump. He remounted his 175 
KTM (also known as a baby Penton) 
immediately and rode the remaining 
50 feet to the double jumps. 

Unfortunately, his take off speed 
was too slow and his machine flew 
straight up in the air. “Flash Gorden” 
cleared the double jumps with ease, 
but while in mid-air his front end 
succumbed to gravity and nosedived, 
sending Gorden over the bars in one of 
the most perfect handstands seen since 
the Olympics. When asked why he did 
that, Gorden replied, “I was trying to 
clear the mud out of my front tire with 
my duckbill.”
